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Jbsromb K elltson, who has been a 
fugitive from justice since 1899, was 
captured Monday, the 6th inst., at 
Bridgeport, Harrison county, this State, 
and has been lodged in jail at Marlin- 
ton. Pocahontas county. The crime 
for which he is held is the murder of 
Mrs Julia Ann Simmons, of Pocahon¬ 
tas county, September, 1899. He went 
to her house one eyening with a com¬ 
panion and raised a disturbance. Mrs. 
Simmons, a very respectable woman, 
was expostulating with him, trying to 
get him to go away and not swear and 
blackguard in the presence of her daugh¬ 
ters. when he shot her through the heart, 
in the presence of a number of wit¬ 
nesses. He made good Ins escape. Iu
